From town hall meetings to the 
United States Congress, from 
Rhode Isiand to Oregon, people 
throughout the country are debat- 
ing and voting on what some call 
the most important issue in the his- 
tory of mankind 

That issue is arms control, to be 
more specific, the nuclear wea- 
pons freeze. Here in California, 
voters will be able to voice their 
opinion on the November ballot 
and decide the fate of Proposition 
12: the Nuclear Weapons Freeze 
Initiative 

The initiative declares: ‘The 
safety and security of the United 
States ust be paramount in the 
concerns of the American peo- 
ple...The growing danger of 
nuclear war between the United 
States and the Soviet Union’ 
which would result in the deaths of 
millions “in California and 
throughout the nation, can be 
reduced by an agreement that 
both countries immediately halt 
the testing, production.and further 
ieployment of all nuclear wea- 
pons, Missilss and delivery sys-

Nuclear Physicist Blasts Atomic Weapons

Claire Chapin, fe

Chapin outlined the arms race 
past, present and future Wednes 
day evening decrying the over 
abundance of nuclear weapons 
already in existence He opposed 
the MX missile project and called 
for an effort to develop a trusting 
relationship with the Sc viet Union 


The discussion was sponsored 
by Californians for a_ Bilteral 
Nuclear Freeze, the same group 
sponsoring Proposition 12 on the 
November balict. Mure than 50 
peop!e attended the lecture at the 
United Methodist Church in 
Sacramento 


Proposition 12 would require 
the governor to send a message to 
President Reagan regarding Caii- 
fornians concern of nuclear pro- 
liferation. The initiative calis fora 
freeze of further depioymen: of 
nuclear weapons 

The evening began with pres 


sides. Tne measure is “necessary 
to reduce the threat of nuclear war 
to the health and well-being of the 
citizens of California and tne 
entire country 
Proposition 12 argues that 
nuclear war everyone loses. At 
Stake, backers Say, is survival. A 
yes vote on Propsition 12, nropo- 
nents claim, is the first step in 
reducing the danger of total des- 
truction from nuclear war 
Backers say the freeze would 
provide safeguards against cheat- 
ng for both sides. They claim that 
the risk of accidental war grows 
larger as both sides rely on com- 
puters for their nations defense 
warning systems and that wiinout 
a freeze, the arms race cor 'inues 
While freeze proponenis lec- 
ture on the evils of stockpiling 
weapons which are built not to be 
used, others dismiss the issue and 
its fervent backers as misinformed 
and dangerously misguided 
Proposition 12 if passed, would 
have 110 legal significance. Rather 
it would instruct the governor ot 
California to transmit the text of 
the initiative to the president, the 
secretary of defense, the secretary 
of state and the U.S. Congress

Hughes said the Soviets would

Hughes feels that the Soviets 

would like to stop the arms race 
too” but that deployment of the MX 
which he calls “extremely acci 
rate’ and Cruse missiles and 
Pershing II's in Europe will make a

Pershing |i missiles, once in 
place, will be abie to reach the 
Soviet Union in four to six minutes 
Cruise missiles, small by tradi- 
vional standards, are highly accu- 
rate. Since they fly low (treetop 
level) they are virtually impossible 
to Vetect on radar 

Hughes wonders how the 
Soviets can accept these ‘threat- 
ening” missiles 80 close tc their 
borders. He likens the situation to 
the Cuban aissile crisis when the 
US. threatened nuctear war with 
the Soviets if they put nuclear 
weapons on Cuban soi! 

President Reagan claims a

Some stu 
dies estimate that both sides coulca 
reduce their arsenals by 90 per 
cent and still be left with acredibie 
deterrent

PCB Storage at CSUS 


The Legislature is a body elected by the populace 
to make laws that govern the people. Its members are 
elected on the pretense they will act in good faith and 

the wishes of the population. But as we've found 
before, this is not always true 

A recent example of this is the Legislature's deci- 
sion to go ahead with storage of toxic polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCBs) at state facilities, including CSUS 

PCB, a highly toxic chemical, is used as a coolant 
in some 30 electrical transformers on campus. The 
transformers, in fact storing the toxin now, are inef- 
fective whee safety is concerned PCBs are leaking 
at several campus locations 

To insure the safety of the university's students 
and staff, one would think these transformers would 
immediately be replaced, but such is not true. B efore 
they are allowed to replace the ieaking transformers 
university officials must first agree to find storage for 
this lethal chemical 

But can we allow this to happen? PCBs were 
banned from production in the United States in 1976, 
and have caused cancer and metabolic changes in 


the reproductive systems in laboratory animals 
The question is not the quantity that may effect a 


human, but that a human may be effected at all 

Our Legislature, which is entrusted to act in the 
good of the public, will not allocate enough funds to 
allow storage of PCBs in a central location in 
California 

The Legislature recommends that CSUS and other 
state facilities store their toxic waste on site in a metal 
building similar to an aircraft hanger The building 
proposed for CSUS would have to be 2,000 square 
feet to store allof the PCBs, the fluids used to clean 
the contaminated transformers, and the transformers 
themselves. We are not only asked to store the toxic 


waste, but we may be asked to store it indefinitely 
until technology is developed enough to destroy the 
substance 

The shelter is supposed t ect the CSUS 
community from the poisonious substance come hel! 
or high water, which is the time for the greatest con 
cern. Yes, the shelter can protect the community in 
average circumstances but what happens if there isa 
major fire or flood? At that time, the PCB storage 
shelter may not be foremost in our minds, but later 
when the surrounding area is uninhabitable because 
of toxic contamination, it would Le too late to raise 
the question 


CSUS or any largely populated facility cannot take 
such a risk. With 21,000 people on campus daily. we 
should not fall short of taking every possible precau 
tion available. Students should not be expected to 
attenc a university that holds such a hazardous sub 
stance within its boundaries 

Money is as much the issue as the substance itself 
Money is the reason for the Legislature to recom- 
mend individual storage versus a central storage 
location. The Legislature has allocated $4 miliion to 
construct i dividual storage sites throughout the 
state, versus $40 million needed to establish a central 
storage area and replace al! the contaminated trans- 
formers. Yes, we acknowedge economically times are 
tough all over, but is that a real and valid reason for 
such an action’ 

The idea of storing a toxic substance like PCB in 
various locations in California makes us wonder what 
other measures the Leag'siature would take to save 
money. If itis willing to allow, even recommend, such 
a solution to such a potetialiy dangerous probiem, we 
wonder what it will recommend for us next 


Time for Lebanese Peace 


Recent events in Lebanon wiil do little to ¢. otect 
the fragile cease-fire agreement negotiated by US 
envoy Phillip Habib 

Habib traveled between Israeli, Palestinian and 
Lebanese Christian and Mosiem leaders to end the 
summer-long siege of Beirut. His job was not simpli- 
tied by the fact that many of these leaders refused to 

eet face-to-face with one another and the Israelis 
and Palestinians do not recognize each other. The 
events of the past week jeave his diplomatic efforts in 
a precarious position as war again may start 

Only days after the Palestine Liberation Organiz- 
tion guerillas left Beirut in accordance with the 
agreement, Lebanese president-elect Bashir 
Gemayel lay dead, the victiin of an assassin. A 500- 
pound bomb tore through Gemayel’s headquarters 
last week killing many of his top advisors who were 
expected to serve in the new government 

Saturday brought an apparent response to the 
assassination that ranks next to the My Lai massacre 
of the Vietnam War among the worst of war attroci- 
ties. The occupants of two Palestinian refugee camps 
in Beirut, many of them children, were executed en 
masse Some were shot while trying to flee the gun- 
men, others were lined against the wall to face 
machine gun toting firing squads 

The situation following Geyamel's unfortunate 
death has beenfu nerexacerbated by the decision of 
the Israeli cabine: to move troops into Mosiem West 
Beirut beyond the positions they had held during the 
course of the summer-iong occupation that recently 
ended. Some of the troops landed at the same port 
American Marines had held until only days before as 
part of a peace keeping effort 

The israeli move, a clear violation of the cease-fire 
accord, has been condemned by the United Nations 
Security Council with the US. casting a rare vote to 
censure Israel. President Reagan has aiso publicly 
called for the Israelis to leave the embattled city 
Israel appears ready to pull back 

Should the current conflict continue to escalate, 
the Syrian troops now massed in Lebanon's Bekka

Lebanon Invasion

israel. This charge is totally unfounded. The Arabs

doubt plunge the country and possibly the entire 
Middle East into another Arab-|sraeli war Lebanon 
the cite of almost constant war since its civil war 
began in 1975, can ill-afford another battle fought 
its territory 

The current batties have not been restricted to the 
battlefield, but also inciude the rhetoric of the various 
factions involved Supporters of the Palestinians cal! 
israel an aggressor and an invader, while pro-israel: 
sources call it a liberator and note they were wel- 
comed by (he Lebanese peopie This week's events 
are explained by Israeli sources as a move to secure 
the peace in Beirut until the Lebanese government is 
abie to take over, but the Mosiem faction questions 
the validity of a government they perceive as inher- 
ently pro-israel 

These statements, charges and counter-charges 
may never be sorted out and the truth will be difficult 
at best, to *:ce tain Still, now is the time for the 
leaders of ali three groups to negotiate an end to the 
seemingly endiess hostilities. The invasion is a fact, it 
now matters littie if Israel was a liberator or an 
aggressor and the cease-fire seems to be ready to 
collapse if anew agreement is not pounded out The 
real loser in that case would be the people of Lebanon 
who have already lost many cf their homes and have 
only their lives left 

he time is now for the two sides to meet at the 

bargaining table. Israel has attained its objective 
the PLO is no longer in Beirut and Israel's borders are 
safe from guerilla raids |srael could do much to res- 
tore its tarnished international reputation if it were to 
pull out of Lebanon, having defeated the PLO. and 
allow the nation to seek peace and restore itself after 
the damage it has sustained in the past seven years of 
almost constant war 

The warring Christian and Mosiem factions, for 
their part, should meet with or without a mediator and 
form an acceptable government for the people of 
Lebanon that will end the civil strife that nas done as 
much damage to Beirut as the Israeli invasion 


are hardly subjugated, since they are aliowed t 
supervise their ow: schools, businesses, establish 
communities and totally retain their culture and reli- 
gion. in fact, the Arabs in israel have a higher stand- 
ard of living by far than Arabs in any of the surround- 
ing countries 

It is very ironic that Dressiar accuses the !sraelis of 
torture, since it is the PLO which tortured, raped and 
murdered the Lebanese people for the last seven 
years until the Israelis forced them out. In fact, the 
Lebanese threw rice at the israeli soldiers when they 
came as an expression of thanks for being released 
trom the PLO's terrorist grip 


As for civilians | sing killed in Lebanon, yes, there 
were civilian deaths but the number is closer to 500 
than to 10,090. Both the Red Cross and ‘he Lebanese 
government substantiate these figures Civilian 
deaths are ai ways regrettable, and the Israelis tried to 
prevent as many a6 posible, but it was not always 
powsibie since the cowardly PLO terrorists hid among 
the people and heid them as hostages

Under the provisions of the 
proposal handguns not regisiered 
with the state by Nov 2, 1983 will 
be considered iliegal. persons in 
possession of illegal handguns 
will face a sa month prison sent 
ence There would be 4 one year 
penalty for the sale of unregistered 
weapons 


The bill, which does not pro- 
hibit the sale of rifies or shotauns 
provides that no handguns wil. be 
sold or brought into California 
after Nov 2, 1962 Purchases after 
that date must be made from the 
existing pool of registered 
handguns 


Citizens Against the Gun Initia 
tive, a coalition of several groups 
ncluding the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation fear the measure violates 
citizens’ constitutional rights to 
bear arms and protect themself

Proponents of ine measure 
insist people must be protected 
when 62 percent of firearm 
nurders in the United States are 
committed with conceaed hard 
guns. Citizens Against Street 
Crime emphasizes that the initia 
tive does not pro’ .wit the use of 
shotguns or ri\‘es for home 
protection 


They believe the measure will
